The pictures in this ex¬ 
hibition are mostly by the following great “ needle painters Hoba- 
yashi, Watauabe, Hon jo, Okuno, Takashai, Nose, Torada, Nishio 
and Yoshida of Kyoto.

Frame of teak-wood and silk fabric.

Heron in a Marsh. A flock of life-like heron 
in a marsh, surrounded by reeds. A fine speci¬ 
men of needle-painting. Kuwa frame. 












Bamboo by Moonlight. A grove of young 
bamboo-trees, by the edge of a winding stream, 
seen by moonlight; beautifully rendered in deli¬ 
cate needlework. Frame of brocaded silk, edged 
with carved wood.

Fishing at Night. Two Japanese fishermen 
in their boat on a stream among reeds, fishing by 
the light of a flaming torch ; the effect of firelight 
and the shadows of night being faithfully repro¬ 
duced. Frame of kurojaki-wood.

Fishing by Moonlight. An artistic needle¬ 
work panel of a Japanese fisherman in his boat 
on a stream about to draw his net, the shore to 
the right thickly wooded, and a small island to 
the left, all lit by a full moon, partially obscured 
by a vapory cloud. Frame of binroji'-wood.

A White Peacock. A white peacock perched 
on bough of a plum-tree ; embroidered in silver- 
white and low tones of silk. Frame of tagayasan- 
wood.

Winter. A remarkable needlework production, 
showing a fisherman in his boat on a quiet stream, 
and clump of reeds laden with snow. Shitan- 
wood and fabric frame.

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Ducks in a Stream. An artistic production in 
needlework, showing two ducks swimming in a 
stream; executed in harmonious silks on a grey 
gros-grain ground. Frame of maple-wood and 
drab gros-grain silk. 


A fisherman poling 
his boat on a stream thick with reeds, and on 
which are numerous ducks swimming. Executed 
with a few stitches in silks of harmonious tones 
on a sky-blue gros-grain silk. Frame of kuwa- 
wood and silk fabric. 








SCREEN 

Fishing at Night. A masterpiece in compo¬ 
sition and execution. This screen suggests in 
the simplicity of its design and color a perfect 
evening for the fisherman who uses a lantern 
to decoy his catch. The sky and water are 
blended together in one general tone. On the 
left, in the middle distance, is a boat with two 
figures engaged in spreading an immense net 
around that portion of the water where the light 
from the lantern is reflected. In the second 
panel are delicate reeds in the foreground and 
middle distance, and a single water-fowl leaving 
a trail of foam as it rises from the water. In the 
third panel a fisherman with his lantern is seen 
on the stern of his boat, which is nearly hidden 
by a tangled mass of reeds, which extend in an 
irregular line across the fourth panel and com¬ 
plete the composition. The four panels at the 
base are decorated with swimming cranes. Design 
by Taniguchi Kokio. Needlework by Y. Okuno.
